glass bulb, and each of the amalgam pellets has a weight of not 
more than 2 0 mg, and 

the fluorescent lamp satisfies the relationship expressed 

as : 

45x (1-A) < x < 55x (1-A) , 
75A < y < 85A, 
45-30A < z < 55-30A, and 
x+y+z < 100,
